Following the installation of 
new aldermen at a meeting last 
night, officials of Berkeley went 
to the airport .fo the 
manager, David Leigh, that 
Berkeley would provide muni- 
cipal services at Lambert Field.

Czech, City 
Manager Gordon E. Olson, Fire 
Chief Hugh Brandriff and Po 
lice Chief William Staff. 

Olson said he knocked on 
Leigh’s office door and told 
him of the annexation. Leigh | 
said he replied: “I know, I reed 
about it in the newspaper, Is 
that all?” 

“We are here to carry out 
the wishes of Berkeley’s vot- 
ers,” Olson said. “We can of- 
fer police and fire protection.” 

Leigh said he then closed his 
office door and the group left. 
Leigh said he thought it was a 
“publicity stunt.” He added 
that there is nothing he can 
do. “I'll let the courts make 
the decision,” he said.

SALVAGED BOMB

MANILA, April 10 (AP)—A 
500-pound salvaged bomb ex- 
ploded in a central Luzon fish- 
ing village today. The Philip- 
pine News Service said 34 per- 
sons were killed and many in- 
jurea. 

The report said most of the 
dead were children between 3 
and 12 years old. 

The news service said fisher- 
men had taken the bomb from 
a sunken ship in Lingayen bay 
and were taking it apart to use 
the explosive in fishing. Many 
of those killed were standing 
around, watching the opera- 
tion. Others were in_ their 
homes nearby when they were 
hit by flying fragments. 

The explosion occurred near 
Dagupan, in Pangasinin prov- 


ince. The report said of 34 
verified dead, only 12 were 
recognizable.

Akihito and Michiko became 
man and wife when their Shinto 
wedding ceremony ended with 
a sip of sake from a silver bowl 
in the inner shrine of the Im- 
péerial Palace. 

Akihito wore the ceremonial 
saffron-organe robe known as | 
onino-o. His bride wore an an- | 
tique robe made of 12 layers 
whieh burdened her with 44 


pounds of red, yeliow, lavender, 
blue, green and white silk and 
brocade. The wedding gown 
was used by the Empress Na- 
gako when she was married 35 
years ago to Emperor Hirohito.

Michiko added something new 
to the complicated robes known 
as junihitoe—the nagabakama 
or pantaloons, made especially 
for the wedding and dyed a 
deep reddish purple, the color 
for unmarried women. 

Atop her hair, woven with a 
wig into ceremonial hair-do 
that took hours to perfect was 
a tiara of 1000 diamonds set 
in platinum.

When members of the Board 
of Election Commissioners 
were served with the court 
order yesterday evening, they 
conferred with Acting City 
Counselor Charles J. Dolan.

In putting the resolution be- 
fore the Senate today, Johnson 
said it “seeks to bring before 
the Congress and public at the 
earliest possible moment the 
facts of unemployment. And 
since we must act upon those 
facts, there should be as little 
delay as possible in bringing 
them forth.” 

Under the resolution, three 
of the 11 members of the com- 
mission would be named by the 
Speaker of the House, three by 
the President of the Senate 
(Vice President Richard M.

ment Insurance Act to provide 


weeks of 50 per cent of a job- 
less worker’s average weekly 
wage, with a top limit equiva- 
lent to 6634 per cent of the 
state’s average weekly wage, 
and would cover all establish- 
ments with one or more em- 
ployes at any time. 

Enactment of the legislation 
would markedly improve the 
lot of the unemployed in Mis- 
souri. There, the duration 
period for benefits stops at 26 
weeks and maximum weekly 
payments are $33 at present, 
though the State Senate has 
passed a bill increasing the 
maximum benefits to $38.

REJECT PLEA TO

12 Major Companies 
Ask USW to Extend 
Present Contract — 
McDonald Says No. 
PITTSBURGH, April 10 

(AP)—Top producers of the 

basic steel industry today pro- 

posed to the United Steelwork- 
ers that the current contract 
covering wages and other bene- 
fits be continued for another 

year. USW president David J. 

McDonald flatly and promptly 

rejected the proposal. 

Twelve basic steel producing 
firms suggested in a letter to 
McDonald and the union that 
present steel wages and other 
benefits be continued for an 
additional year. 

The letter urged that the 
present contract; signed in 
1956 after a 34-day strike, be 
continued “in order to combat 
inflation, unemployment, and 
foreign competition and to cre- 
ate greater stability in the 
steel industry.” 

McDonald promptly issued a 
statement which said: “I want 
to point out that this proposal 
has been made even before we 
have had meetings 0” our ex- 
ecutive board and our interna- 
tional wage policy committee. 
I reject it out of hand.” 

The industry suggestion was 
signed by four men who have 
been designated as negotiation 
representatives for the indus- 
try. The letter said: 

“We believe that it would be 
wholesome for the economy if 
the scheduled negotiations 
could be anticipated and.a set- 
tlement be reached now which 
would assure the nation of con- 
tinued steel production. 

“Such action would enable 
our customers to purchase their 
steel so as to permit a more 
normal growth to replace the 


artificial bulge of synthetic de- 


mand and a subsequent period 
of decline and dislocation.” 

The letter was signed by R. 
Conrad Cooper and R. H. 
Larry, both of U.S. Steel, H. C. 
Lumb of Republic and John H. 
Morse of Bethlehem. 

McDonald in recent months 
has been talking of a reduced 
work schedule to create jobs 
for steel workers he says havea 
been displaced by automation. 
He said 200,000 steel workers 
are out of work. He also has 
been plugging for a “substan- 
tial” wage increase and other 
contract benefits. 

The union and 12 steel firms 
are scheduled to open negotia- 
tions,.in New York beginning 
May 18. The present contract 
expires June 30.

Sams said he received the 
first lead on the school fire 
when he learned that Howie's 
pink Dodge aytomobile was 
seen parked ear the school 
early on the morning of Dec. 
17. McMillan and Bartram 
were taken into custbdy be- 
cause they were associates of 
Howie, Sams said. 

The Sheriff said Bartram 
admitted setting the fire, de- 
claring he was “sick at his 
stomach” when he saw the re- 
sult of his actions.

More Funds Asked. 

At about the same time, act- 
ing Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A. Herter went before a 
Senate Appropriations subcom- 
mittee to appeal for restora- 
tion of $125,000,000 the House 
cut from funds for the de- 
velopment loan fund. 

President Eisenhower asked 
for another. $225,000,000 to 
carry the fund’s operations 
through June 30. The fund 
lends money for projects de- 
signed to promote the econom- 
ic advancement of underdevel- 
oped nations. The House voted 
only $100,000,000. 

Herter said stop-and-go oper- 
ation of the fund caused by re- 
fusal of Congress to make sup- 
plemental funds available 
would delay vital projects and 
disillusion United States allies 
and needy friendly nations in 
Asia, Africa and Latin Amer- 
ica. 

“Failure to continue oper- 
ations would raise questions 
generally as to the ability of 
the United States to meet the 
challenge posed by the situa- 
tion in less developed coun- 
tries,” Herter said. 


JETS THAT SHOOK 
SAN FRANCISCO 
SET SPEED MARK 


HAMILTON AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., April 10 (AP)— 
Jet planes which shook San 
Francisco with sonic booms 
several days this week ex- 
ceeded the recognized world 
speed record for a_ similar 
course, the Air Force said yes- 
terday. 

The planes were RF101 
Voodooes, manufactured by Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. in St. 
Louis. 

One plane attained a speed 
of 700.757 M.P.H., takeoff to 
landing, on a 630-mile round 
trip flight from Edwards Air 
Force Base, Calif., to the San 
Francisco area. The recognized 
record of 668.188 M.P.H. over 
a similar course was estab- 
lished by Bernard Witt of 
France July 23, 1958. 

The air force said the planes 
flew at an altitude of more 
than 40,000 feet. Col. Edward 
H. Taylor, of Austin, Tex., 
flew the Voodoo that checked 
in at more than 700 M.P.H. 


240-FOOT PLASTIC BALLOON 
IS* SENT INTO STRATOSPHERE 


VERNALIS, Calif., April 10 
(AP)}—A plastic balloon 240 
feet in diameter is soaring into 
the stratosphere with a load of 
instruments to measure pres- 
sure, temperature and velocity, 

The Air Research and De- 
velopment Command said the 
balloon—launched yesterday— 
is the first in a series of 
stratosphere experiments by 
the Air Force Cambridge re- 
search center’s geophysics re- 
search directorate. 

The instruments will make 
readings possibly up to 155,000 
feet, and at the peak of the 
balloon’s flight the instrument 
package will fall away and 
parachute to earth. The plas- 
tic balloon is of polyethylene, 
1-1000 of an inch thick.

The committee chairman, 
Senator James O. Eastland 
(Dem.), Mississippi, began the 
questioning with a series of 
inquiries about the role of the 
Supreme Court. These were 
some of the exchanges between 
Eastland and the Justice: 

Q: Is it a _ policy-making 
body? 

A: In so far as the decision | 
of cases—and they are diffi- 
cult cases—necessarily affects 
policy, it does make polocy. 

Q@: Do you think the Su-. 
preme Court has the power to 
amend the Constitution? 

A: Certainly not to amend 
it, no.

The Justice replied: 

“Certainly, if I can find prec- 
edents that are applicable, I’m 
happy. That makes it easy, un- 
less it is shown that the whole 
basic reason for these prece- 
dents has disappeared.” 

McClellan said he had met 
Justice Stewart socially and 
had a high regard for him. 
The Senator said he wanted to 
put just one question to the 
Justice, a “direct question.” It 
was this: 

“Do you agree with the 
premise used, the reasoning 
and logic applied—or the lack 
of either or both, as the case 
may be—and the philosophy 
expressed by the Supreme 
Court in arriving at its decision 
in the (school segregation 
cases)?” 

Justice Stewart began his an- 
swer by saying he was from 
Ohio, where there has been no 
racial segregation by law for 
a century. Particularly in view 
of that background, he said, 
the decision “did not shock me 
Or seem wrong to me.” 

Senator McClellan pressed 
his question again and drew 
this response from the Justice: 

“Basically my answer is 
‘yes.” But I don’t say that I 
agree with all the grammar 
and the footnotes (in the 
school opinion). I’ve never 
read any opinion of any court 
that I thought was perfect.” 

Then came the long commit- 
tee dispute about the propriety 
of the question.

ON ‘GERMAN DANGER 


MOSCOW, April 10 (AP)— 
Documents quoting French 
President Charles de Gaulle as 
telling Soviet Premier Joseph 
Stalin in 1944 that the “Ger- 
man danger will remain as long 
as the German people exist” 
were published yesterday. 

The documents purport to 
cover conversations between 
De Gaulle and Stalin from Dec. 
2 to 8, 1944, and were pub- 
lished in the magazine Interna- 
tional Affairs. 

The documents were pub- 
lished under an introduction 
expressing hope that De 
Gaulle, as president, would re- 
turn to the “realism” and 
“sound judgment” displayed 
in the war years. 

According to them, De 
Gaulle told Stalin there were 
two basic causes for the mis- 
fortune that had befallen 
France: the lack of an effec- 
tive pact with Russia and the 
fact that “France was not in 
a geographical situation which 
would give her a good position 
against Germany.” 

De Gaulle was quoted as 
having, with great insistence, 
sought Stalin's backing for 
French annexation of the 
Rhineland and international- 
ization of the Ruhr. Stalin re- 
peatedly declined to eommit 
himself without consulting the 
Allies.

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CANADA BOOSTS 
AXES IN FAGE OF 
ECORD DEFICIT 


OTTAWA, April 10 (AP) — 
Higher taxes on personal and 
corporation incomes and com- 
modity sales were announced 
last night by Canada’s finance 
minister Donald Fleming. Cig- 
arettes, cigars and liquor also 
will cost more. 

Fleming said he was budget- 
ing for a $393,000,000 deficit 
in the fiscal year that “began 
April 1. The budget deficit last 
year hit a peacetime high of 
$616,600,000. 

The finance minister pre- 
dicted that spending will rise 
to a record $5,660,000,000 in 
the new fiscal year from $5,- 
337,000,000 last year. He ‘said 
revenues would go to $5,267,- 
000,000. from $4,770,000,000. * 

The figures do not include 
$578,000,000 to be paid in old 
age pensions or the $536,000,- 
000 in tax revenues expected 
to go into the old age sécurity 
fund, which operates outside 
budgetary accounts. 

Flemnig said personal in- 
come taxes, to rise 2 per cent 
after July 1, will bear about 
two-thirds of the brunt of new 
taxes estimated at an addi- 
tional $245,000,000 this fiscal 
year and $352,000,000 in a full 
year. 

The 2 per cent boost will ap- 
ply to taxable incomes of more 
than $3000, affecting about 
800,000 of the country’s 4,600,- 
000 taxpayers. 

A 1 per cent tax was added 
to personal incomes of up to 
$3000, effective July 1, and 1 
per cent to corporate incomes, 
retroactive to Jan: 1. The com- 
modity sales tax was boosted 
from 10 to 11 per cent effec- 
tive immediately. 

Fleming said corporate tax- 
payers will be assessed an ex- 
tra 2 per cent on profits over 
$25,000 annually. 

The excise tax on cigarettes’ 
was raised from 8 cents to 10 
cents per package of 20. The 
excise duty on liquor goes 
from $12 to $13 on a proof gal- 
lon. The duty on cigars goes 
from $1 to $2 a thousand. They 
are effective today. 

The new boost on personal 


incomes, the first increase since 
1952, was made without chang- 
ing basic personal exemptions 
of $1000 for single taxpayers, 
$2000 for married taxpayers 
and $250 for each child. 

Because the new personal 
tax rates take effect July 1, 
only half the increase will be 
felt in 1959. 

Under the new rates applied 
to a full year, an unmarried 
taxpayer with $2000 income 
and no dependents would pay 
$126 in taxes—$9 more. 


AMERICAN SOLDIERS HELD 
IN BEATING OF KOREANS 


SEOUL, April 10 (AP)—Four 
United States soldiers were 
held for investigation today 
after several Koreans were as- 
saulted, robbed and tossed into 
a canal in downtown Seoul. 

United States military police 
named three held in the case: 
Pfc. Arthur W. Bell, Pomona, 
Calif.; Pfc. Billy Hilburn, Kern- 
ersville, N.C., and Pfc. Ernie 
R. Parker, Delaware, Q. 

The military police report 
accused Parker of striking Ko- 
rean Im Hi Soon and then, as- 
sisted by Bell and Hilburn, rob- 
bing him of 2400 hwan (about 
$5). After the alleged robbery, 
Im was thrown into the canal 
by the soldiers, the report said. 
Kim Yong Ja, a 20-year-old 
woman who appeared on the 
scene, ‘‘was kicked by one of 
the soldiers and thrown into 
the canal,” the report said, The 
three soldiers encountered an- 
other Korean a block away and 
Bell allegedly struck him with 
his fist.

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Conservation Reserve Program 
Promises Effective Cut in Huge 
Farm Surplus; Extension Sought 


Retired Land Improved While Out of 
Production — Appeal to Older Class 


Is Among Sociological Features of the 


Plana.

WASHINGTON, April 10. 


NE FEDERAL PROGRAM that gives promise of taking an 
effective bite out of the burdensome farm surplus, in which 
the Government has invested nine billion dollars, is the 


so-called soil bank conservation reserve. 


The Administration 


is seeking a three-year extension of this program beyond 1960, 
the present deadline for new contracts. 


Mention of the conservation 
reserve brings a light to the 
eyes of veteran Department of 
Agricultur@ experts. One said 
to the Post-Dispatch: 

“In 21 years I have never 
seen a program that seems to 
offer the taxpayer as much for 
his money as this.” 

Essentially the idea is to re- 
tire cropland from cultivation, 
so that the Government will 
not be forced to buy as much 
surplus production. At the 
same time, the retired land is 
improved, so that in the future 
it will be available if needed 
for war production or to fill 
the demands of a growing pop- 
viation. 

The Government agrees to 
rent the land taken out of 
production for an annual fee 
over & period of up to 10 years. 
Rental varies with the locality. 
Since more land was offered 
last year than the program 
could absorb, a proportion of 
farmers “bid” for the con- 
tracts. This brought the rent 
in many cases below a maxi- 
mum established by formula. 
The national average annual 
payment per acre for 1959 was 
set at $13.50. 

Appeal to Older Farmers. 

The program has the support 
of conservationists and others 
interested in solving land and 
water problems. It has certain | 
sociological features. One of | 
these is the means it offers to 
older farmers to retire and still | 
continue to live in their own 
homes amid familiar surround- 
ings. 

Although this is perhaps & 
minor aspect of the program, 
it is of particular human inter- 
est. A farmer and his wife are 
not forced to sell their land 
and move to a small-town life 
of idleness. The chores of hon- 
oring their part of the rental 
contract by keeping the re- 
tired acres free of weeds and 
in good condition and of rais- 
ing their own food, provides 
enough, but not too much 
work. 

A recent survey by the Wall 
Stecet Journal showed that 183 
farmers in Grant county, Wis., 


were taking advantage of the 
opportunity to retire. Of 27 | 
farmers interviewed, 22 said | 
they planned to retire on the 
rent from idied farms.

It is estimated that during 
the 1959 crop season about 280,- 
000 of these contracts covering

How far to go in the program 
is an unanswered question;

Production Figures. 

d now in the reserve 
would have produced normally 
153,000,000 bushels of corn, 
124,000,000 bushels of oats, 
83,000,000 bushels of grain 
sorghums, 45,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, 300,000 bales of cot- 
ton, nearly 6,000,000 tons of 
hay, and a number of other 
crops. 

The program has been par- 
ticularly popular and useful 
in the “dust bowl” areas of 
the West. More than 4,400,000 
acres in 423 great plains coun- 
ties of 10 Western states are 
in the reserve. A great part 
of this acreage is being re- 


turned to grass after a period 


of wheat-growing for wartime 
needs. Converting to grass is 
a risky process in these areas 
because of the possibility of 
drouth. Five-year rental cof- 
tracts provide sufficient insur- 
ance. Much of this land will 
remain in grass after the con- 
tracts expire. 

Return of this land to grass 
has been a long-time goal of 
conservationists. The conserva- 
tionists also see in the program 
a general stimulus to farmers 
to shift eventually into short- 
age’ commodities such as lum- 
ber on part of their land. The 
program encourages growth of 
trees for timber and restricts 
land use for short-term crops 
like Christmas trees. An in- 
crease in wildlife and recrea- 
tional resources is expected. 

In 1956 the Public Affairs 
Institute published an analysis 
that tried to answer the ques- 
tion, “Will the conservation re- 
serve save money?” The study 
suggested that by 1985 there 
may still be 10,000,000 acres or 
more in the reserve, despite 


present intentions. If the re- A 


serve continues, Kk was pointed 
out, the Government will: be 
paying out two or three times 
the value of the land in the 
first 20 years. ; 

Still a Saving. 

Even that “expensive” way 
of financing the reserve, how- 
ever, the study concluded, 
would represent a considerable 
Saving to the taxpayer as com- 
pared with projections of the 
1955 support payments for 
corn, cotton and wheat.

This guaranteed farmers an 
income for doing nothing and 
required a high price to offset 
the return that could be gaincd 
from planting. It was a costly 
and .ineffective stop-gap an 
was so widely criticized that it 
was abandoned last year. Some 
12,211,000 acres of corn, wheat, 
peanuts, cotton, rice and to- 
bacco were removed in 1956 at 
a cost of $260,362,000; 21,354,- 
000 in 1957 at a cost of $613,- 
838,000; and 17,158,000 in 1958 
at a cost of $696,032,000. Pea- 
nuts were excluded in the last 
two years. 

The second part of the bank 
idea, the conservation reserve, 
is proving effective by at least 
one criterion. There have been 
complaints from agricultural] 
machinery dealers that their 
markets have declined because 
of the land taken out of pro- 
duction. 

On the other hand, other ma- 
chinery dealers have said they 
have not been damaged. They 
point out while the number of 
potential customers has been 
reduced, those who are left are 
better able to pay their bills 
because, by and large, they 
conduct profit-making rather 
than semi-marginal operations. 

Any land from which a crop 
was harvested or‘which was in 
regular rotation during the 
year immediately before the 
first year of a conservation re- 
serve contract is eligible for 
retirement.

Legislative Interference 


The St. Louis County me of 
Municipalities is thoroughly in 
| accord with your A 7 editorial 
which urges the House 
to “squelch efforts to limit the 
work week of firemen in cities 
over 5000 to 56 hours by legisla- 
tive enactment.” 

Our organization and the Mis- 
souri Municipal League are op- 
posed to this bill, initiated by the 
firemen’s union, for two compell- 
~~ reasons: 

irst, the bill removes from a 
city’s duly elected officials the 
authority to set and regulate the 
duty hours of all city employes 
and, in effect, the minimum salary 
for firemen. 

It is onlx reasonable to assume 
that the governing board of a city 
must have that authority if it is 
to be responsible for adopting a 
budget and setting the tax rate. 

_. Furthermore, passage of the 
bill could well be only a start of 
a general trek to Jefferson City 
by other groups of city employes 
to get hours and wages (at least a 
floor under them) established by 
state law. 

Such a situation can only result 
in chaos in the administration of 
city government as local officials 
would be completely ineffective 
so far as municipal control over 
local finances is concerned, 


Second is the question of fi- 
nances. The bill provides for 24 
hours on and 48 hours off. A fire 
department will be unable to op- 
erate without having three shifts

Many small investors, with $1000 or 
less. to employ at a time, have turned to low- 
priced speculative issues in the ‘hope of rid- 
ing them up and getting out with a profit. 


The Stock Exchange must recognize that 
its own advertising campaign to “sell shares 
in American business” has brought many 
people of little means into the-market. In a 
sense the response has been too good. Mean- 
time all too many brokerage houses have 
sounded the inflation warning in a way cal- 
culated to frighten people out of government 
bonds and savings accounts and into specu- 
lative, stocks.. Typical large headline adver- 
tisements, printed in New York only last Sun- 
day, sought the eye of the unwary with such 
appeals as these: “How Can Daring Specu- 
lators Pyramid Profits?” ‘Another Import- 
ant Time to Switch for Profits” and “Up From 
4 to 167 in Only 2% Years.” 


The intent of these appeals is clear enough. 
It is to draw into the market more and more 
amateurs whose purchases and sales will pro- 
duce commissions for the brokers going and 
coming. Wall Street cannot have it both 
ways. It cannot speed the market up with 
one hand and slow it down with the other. 

The increasingly strict margin requirements 
have tended to keep the credit in the market 
at a relatively low figure, and so that aspect 
of 1929 is not in the situation today. Let the 
financial world vigorously police its own 
Johnny-come-lately stock salesmen and it will 
have done a lot to protect the economy. 


Traffic Relief Downtown 


A major contribution to the relief of 
downtown traffic congestion in the morning 
and evening rush hours is now in force with 
the use of the Third Street regional highway 
overpass in the vicinity of Eads and Veterans 
bridges. An automobile traveling north on 
the highway now starts up to a higher level 
at about Locust street and from that point 
on is out of intersection traffic as it crosses 
St. Charles, Washington, Lucas, Delmar, 
Franklin, Biddle and still other streets to the 
north. So notable is this improvement that 
we can only wonder how some St. Louisans 
including some members of past Legislatures, 
spent so much time blocking a project which 
they should have been facilitating in every 
way possible, . 


Questions on Road Contracts 


The charges of Representative R. J. King 
Jr. regarding highway contracts required the 
speedy reply that the Missouri Highway Com- 
mission has made. 

The Clayton Republican charges that a 
“select group” of 20 contractors has been 
awarded 80 per cent of major state highway 


contracts in nine years. He further assertc 


that on projects of more than $250,000, the 
Highway Department will not accept bids 
from any contractor unless he previously has 
fulfilled a highway contract. 

What does the Highway Commission have 
to say about these two statements? First, it 
says that work on projects costing over $250,- 
000 has been awarded to 87 contractors, and 
in each case an average of at least six bids 
was received and the award was made to the 
lowest qualified bidder. Second, the pre- 
qualification rule is in line with national pot 
icy, is used by many states and is designed 
to prevent inexperienced contractors from 
bidding on projects that are beyond their 
abilities to construct. 

The Highway Commission was eager to 
answer such questions. For the commission 
is trying to “sell” the Legislature a higher 
gasoline tax and expanded road program, 
and unanswered charges would make its legis- 
lative task even more difficult. The Senate 
Roads Committee has just blocked the Gov- 
ernor’s bill for a 2-cent gas tax increase and 
some members say it is doubtful whether any 
gas tax legislation can be passed. 

Clearly the situation has political over- 
tones. Representative King for years was a 
rural roads supporter and was associated with 
the Missouri Bus and Truck Association. He 
served as acting manager of that association 
for a time while a member of the Legisla- 
ture. The bus and truck group has opposed 
higher gas taxes, along with.the oil compan- 
ies. The latter also are campaigning to get 
more asphalt contracts on major highways 
while state policy favors concrete. 

‘All these issues and side issues should be 
brought to light. Short of the inquiry sug- 
gested by Representative King, the reply by 
the Highway Commission serves the best in- 
terests of the road program. 


The Covent Is Obsolete 


Progress is frequently the result of a series 
of short steps. An example is afforded by 
Iowa in its fight to get rid of the anachro- 
nistic office of coroner. The fowa House has 
just passed by 87 to 17 a bill to make county 
coroners appointive instead of elective. It is 
believed that the bill will shortly be passed 
by the Senate. . 

What is needed in every state, and what 
the most progressive states have, is the med- 
ical examiner system. That eliminates the 
political hack without medical or law degree 
who conducts his office as patronage dictates. 

Missouri, sad to relate, is still rocking along 
with the coroner system in its most feudal 
form.

What is, with but little doubt, the greatest 
company of ballet artists in the world — the 
Bolshoi Theater of Moscow—is beginning to 
arrive in New York City for three weeks of 
performances. Then the company is sched- 
uled to go 3000 miles across the country to 
Los Angeles for two weeks. After that it 
may appear in San Francisco, although this 
is in some question. The final scheduled 
engagement in the United States is for two 
weeks in Chicago. 


There are of course many problems con- 
nected with moving and handling a company 
of 200 or more, with expensive and elaborate 
settings for its productions. These factors 
have influenced Sol Hurok, the impresario, 
not to give St. Louis even a brief time on the 
Bolshoi’s schedule up to now. But that 
would deny to a metropolitan area of more 
than 2,000,000 people an opportunity to be 
host to the Bolshoi. 

In his new book on entertainment in Rus- 
sia, “Broadway, U.S.S.R.," Faubion Bowers 
writes: “Any of the Bolshoi’s performances 


. is for the foreigner a remarkable experience.” 


We covet that experience for St. Louis. 


Architect for Democracy 

Since so much of the world has seen and 
admired the monuments of Frank Lloyd 
Wright, the genius of his architecture will 
endure long after the memory of the constant 
controversies in which he was involved. But 
the controversies help to explain the ideas 
on which he built. 


St. Louis knew him, on a visit here in 
1939, for his approval of Union Station and 
the Wainwright building, the latter built by his 
mentor Louis Sullivan, and his disapproval of 
everything else—the Municipal Auditorium 
(“a shapeless mass”), the War Memorial (“a 
deflowered classic”), the entire Plaza (“I defy 
anybody to go to your square and pick out 
which building is for what”). 

It was typical of Wright to demand that 
men should be able to tell which building 
was for what. Where Sullivan prescribed 
that “form follows function,” Wright decreed 
that form was function. Had he stopped 
there, however, his buildings might have be- 
come “machines for living” as Le Corbusier 
built them in Europe. Wright structures, 
whether built of concrete and steel or of 
local stone and wood, expressed a warm ro- 
manticism, While sometimes as grandly mys- 
tifying as much of his writing, his work was 
certainly never impersonal, 


He despised most contemporary building 
because it was ill-fitted to man: “In our cities 
feudal terms and feudal thinking are changed 
only in name ... New York appears to be the 
prime example, leading in the universal 
urban conspiracy to beguile man away from 
his birthright, the Good Ground.” Nature 
was thus important to him; man, he said, 
should “live in Natyre as the trees are native 
to the wood or the grass to the field.” 


The machine he respected, but as a servant 
of man. The greatest effect of the machine 
upon man, as he saw it, was to permit mobil- 
ity. He envisioned whole decentralized cities 
(one was called Broadacre City) in which men 
would have freedom to live and work inside 
and outside, and the wall between them 
would be as thin as glass: 


Modern steel, glass and the plastic will be 
sensibly called upon to rationally fulfill 
their natural uses, steel for strength, dura- 
bility and lightness; transluscent glass in-. 
closing interior space to give privacy and 
yet make of living in any house a delightful 
association with sun, sky, surrounding gar- 
dens .. . The Home an outdoor garden; the 
Garden an outdoor house. 


While Frank Lloyd Wright built such 
homes, he never was able to build whole new 
cities for his democratic, mobile man. But 
his essential ideas are continuing to rise in 
strong steel and translucent glass from the 
jungles of Brazil to the prairies of his native 
Wisconsin. 3 '

Cyclones vs. Morning Stars, J uly 9, 1860 


First Game of Match Baseball Played in St. Louis Nearly 100 Years Ago

When did baseball first come to 
St. Louis? Well, maybe the oldest 
inhabitant, if he happened to he 
more than 125 years old, might tell 
us about the game’s start here. But 
centenarians plus don’t happen to be 
available. And so to answer queries 
on the subject, we felt compelled to 
fall back on history. 

That involved research through 
musty tomes and files. We were 
about to back away when along came

Mr. Gardiner discov- 

ered, while engaged in conning old 

news files on another subject than 

baseball, that “match” games were 

first pares here in 1860. Baseball, 

in a haphazard way, had been tried 
here in the 1850s. 


But newspapers of the day made 
no mention of match play baseball 
until 1860. These “match” con- 
tests were primitive, There were 
no grandstands, games being played 
on open lots or “fields” —later called 
“grounds.” 


Umpires wore linen-dusters and 
sometimes plug hats. Ladies stood 
on the sidelines or sat on benches, 

well back of the foul lines. The 
spectators frequently interfered 
with the game by crowding the side- 
_lines. And the official scorer tore 
his hair in desperation trying to 
-tally the runs. In those days he 
needed a comptometer — not then 
invented. 

The first game was played on July 
9, 1860 by the Morning Stars and 


the Cyclones, two organized clubs. 
During that year the newspapers of 
the city took cognizance of six 
“match” games. 

July 9 — Morning Stars 50, Cy- 
clones 24. Game played on field 
west of the Old Fairgrounds. 

July 17 — Empires 41, Morning 
Stars 37: Laclede Field, Twenty- 
seventh and Biddle streets. 

Aug. 16—Excelsiors 49, Lone Stars 
15, Twentieth and Biddle streets. 

Sept. 14 — Empires 37, Morning 
Stars 19. Game at Gamble’s Lawn, 


between Twenty-third and 
streets, near the Pacific railroad. 

Oct. 8 — Unions 46, Lone Stars/23. 
Grounds not given. 

Oct, (7) — Unions 41, Lone Stars 
23. Gamble’s Lawn. Date not given. 

Those terrific tqtals tell the story 
of ineptitude of the players afield. 
Grounds were rough and ragged. 
The hitting? If that seemed exces- 
sive, charge it to the rubber-wound 
baseballs used in early days. They 
must have been of the “rocket” type 
we used when young. 

Scoreless innings were rare. Prof. 
Gardiner describes that first game as 
compiled from news accounts. 

“Finney pitching for the Morning 
Stars seemed to be in good shape. 
With a little defensive aid from his 
teammates, he had been able to 
chalk up a zero for the Cyclone boys 
in their half of the first inning.

Large numbers of refugees 
from Communist North Viet 
Nam are continuing to pour 
into the Republic of Viet Nam 
and are being integrated with- 
out difficulty, six company 
grade Viet Namese gficers said 
here today. 


Although they were not at 
liberty to speak on political 
issues, they said it was com- 
mon knowledge that more than 
1,000,000 refugees have fled to 
South Viet Nam since the coun- 
try was divided under the Ge- 
neva cease-fire agreement of 
July 20, 1954. 

The group was in St. Louis 
as part of a one-month visit to 
receive training in the latest 
Army Engineer supply methods 
under sponsorship of the Unit- 
ed States Military Assistance 
Advisory Group in Viet Nam. 

The visiting officers are: 
Capt. Nguyen Van Xanh, Capt. 
Nguyen Van Nhien, First Lt. 
Pho Quoc Lap, Second Lt. 
Nguyen Ngoc Bich, Second Lt. 
Tram Buu and Second Lt. Dao 
Tri Hiep. They spent yesterday 
at a briefing session at the 
Army Engineer Supply Control 
Office, 410 North Broadway. 

Capt. Xanh, highest ranking 
officer of the group, who 
served as spokesman, said the 
refugees have not posed an 
employment problem because 
the government of the Repub- 
lic of Viet Nam has given them 
sections of undeveloped land to 
work and first preference for 
civilian jobs.

Since applications for 1959 
contracts covered nearly twice 
the number of acres in the na- 
tional goal, some farmers were 
put in. the position of “bid- 
ding” for the contracts. 
awarding the contracts, farm- 
ers who agreed to take less 
than the per-acre maximum 
set for the farm received a 
priority. 


In Missouri, applications for 
1959 contracts (last fall) num- 
os 14,025. The goal for new 
acreage in the reserve was 
381, acres. Some 1,204,000 
acres were offered, more than 
three times the number in the 
goal. The amount of money 
available was $15,979,000. 


The amount for Missouri la- 
‘ter was revised upward be- 
cause in some states farmers 
offered the reserve fewer 
acres than were in the state 
goal. 


Bonus for Whole Farms. 


Through 1958, Farmers in 
2661 counties partieipated in 
the program. By the end of 
last December, 9,886,000 acres 
had been placed in the reserve, 
with three-fifths of the total 
in the. 10 Great Plains states. 
During 1958 approved vegeta- 
tive and tree cover was es- 
tablished with cost-share as- 
sistance on 3,801,576 acres 
placed in the reserve in the 
1956, 1957 and 1958 programs. 


The Government offered a 
10 per cent bonus in the 1959 
program as an incentive to get 
“‘whole farms” into the reserve.

Says Auto Industry 
Lacks Aggressive 


Salesmanship 

Most auto industry people 
are advocating more aggressive 
salesmanship to break down 
the reluctance of so many 
Americans to buy new cars 
even though they can afford 
them. 

Alan G. Rude, president of 
Universal C.1.T. Credit Corp., 
has this to say on the subject: 

“The shortage in the auto- 
mobile market today is not in 
prospects but in salesmen who 
can locate the prospects and 
convert them into buyers.”

Safety 


DETROIT, (UPI)—American 
motorists are making it diffi- 
cult for auto companies to try 
to make safer cars for them. 

Ford Motor Co. launched an 
all-out effort to sell safety to 


have been disappointing. Last 
year, the company sold seat 
belts, its leading safety item, 
to only 2.4 per cent of its cus- 
tomers. 

Sales of other parts of Ford’s 
optional .safety package are 
more encouraging but still fall 


far short of what had been 
hoped for. The company re- 
— 41.4 per cent of the cars 

t sold last year were equipped 
with padded visors and a pad- 
ded dash. 

The padded dash and padded 
visors cost the motorists $19.20. 
If they had purchased the seat 
belt in addition to the padding, 
it would have cost them only 
$1.40 more. 

This year, the company 
dropped the price of these 
items even more. A padded 
dash and visor costs $17.80 and 
seat belts cost another $1.30 in 
1959 models. But sales still 
seem to be slipping. 

In contrast to the 2.4 per 
cent who purchased seat belts 
last year, 6 per cent of all the 
cars sold by all companies 
were equipped wtih seat belts 
in 1956. the first year that 
Ford came out with its safety 
package. 

The only safety items the 
auto industry has been really 
able to put across to the pub- 
lic in recent years are those 
which it made standard equip- 
ment on its vehicles. 

These items, which include 
a deep-dish steering wheel and 
a full-swivel rear view mir- 
ror, have won wide acceptance 
among auto buyers. But the 
same buyers still won't put 
out the extra cash needed to 
get other safety items and the 
trouble involved in wearing 
seat belts is too much for 
them. 

“We know factually, from a 
cold scientific point of view, 
that if people would begin to 
package themselves (in a car) 
as they do the Christmas gifts 
they ship, there could be a 60 
per cent reduction in injuries 
and deaths,” Dr. John Moore 
of Cornell University, one of 
the country’s leading authori- 
ties on traffic accidents, said. 

“Injuries in auto accidents 
are a far greater problem than 
deaths. There are about 5,000,- 
000 auto injuries a year, and 
many of them maim and crip- 
ple for life. 

“Yet life-saving safety is 
hard to sell,” Moore said. 
“Americans say, ‘Who wants 
to be safe?’ Our society is built 
on taking risks. But I must say 
that we are pretty hard- 
headed.”

You'll Be Surer of Good 
Used Car Buy If You Pay 
Attention to Check Points 


If you're planning to buy a 
used car this spring, you'll be 
surer of a good buy if you pay 
attention to important check | 
points. A list excerpted from a 
booklet, “Take-Along Checklist 
for Judging a Used Car,” pub- > 
lished by Popular Science 
Monthly leaves little room 
for disappointment, if followed 
carefully: 
| EXTERIOR 

One sign that a car may have 
deen in a bad smashup is a 
new paint job, Check for paint 
overspray on underside of 
trunk lid and hood, behind 
grille and on firewall. Pry up 
rubber on door edges to look 
for differences in paint. ‘| 

Look for painted-over letter- 
ing or a repainted dash and for 
& new generator and voltage 
regulator. These are signs that 
the car was a taxi or police 
car and has seen rough serv- | 
ice. 

If a car’s mileage is said to 
be less than 20,000, all tires 

should be of the. same make 
and evenly worn. if treads: ap- 
pear shiny or are sharply de- 
fined, although tires look old 
or are painted, new grooves 
have been cut in smooth rub- 


ber. 

Check for leaks: Look for oil 
spots on the ground beneath | 
engine and transmission, water 
on the ground or frame 
beneath the radiator and dark | 
areas on inner sides of wheels. 
These are signs that costly re- | 
pairs may be needed. 

Check for rust or pitting 
along the door bottoms and 
fender joints, These are early | 
signs that the car may soon | 
need repainting. 

INTERIOR | 

Start the engine, watching | 
oil gauge or indicator light. | 
The gauge should read high as 
the engine starts, then drop 
to the middle of the dial as 
the engine warms. An indicator 
light should go out on start- 


ing. Otherwise, engine bearings | 


may be worn.

stery, door panels, overhead 
lining. If it looks generally 
dirty and neglected, be careful. 
This same neglect may also 
have done damage to the engine 
and other hard-to-see parts: 


If foot pedals are worn more | 


than the registered mileage 
indicates, or if there are new 
pedals, be suspicious. One 
quick check of actual mile- 
age is the lubrication sticker 
that may have been left, for- 
gotten, on a front door post. 

Put steady foot pressure on 
the brake pedal. If it sinks 
slowly, there may be a leak in 
the hydraulic system or a worn 
master cylinder. 

Open the door and look rear- 
ward while racing the engine. 
Blue smoke from the exhaust 
means a ring job is needed.

GENEVA, April 10 (AP) —

RETIRED U.S. JUDut 


ELGIN, Il., April 10 ‘(AP)— 
John P. Barnes, retired United 
States district judge of North- 
ern Illinois, died today. He 
was 78 years old. 

Death resulted from a heart 
attacks he. suffered Tuesday. 
He died in a. hospital. 

He had served 26 years on 
the federal bench and had been 
a lawyer for 50 years when he 
retired Sept. 15, 1957. 

In a far-reaching decision in 
1934, Judge Barnes held that 
the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act, a New Deal measure, 
was unconstitutional. His deci- 
sion. was upheld by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Two years later he held that 
the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act was unconstitutional. He 
ruled the act violated the Tenth 
Amendment becaue it invaded 
control of local affairs reserved 
to the states. The Supreme 
Court reversed that decision. 

On Aug. 15, 1956, Judge 
Barnes sentenced the then re- 
cently resigned Illinois State 
Auditor Orville Hodge to 20 
years in prison on his plea of 
guilty to mishandling $872,000 
in federally insured bank funds. 
The sentence was later re- 
duced. / 

Capone .éra gangster Roger 
Touhy onéé had two days of 
freedom from a 99-year kid- 
naping sentence after Judge 
Barnes set him free, calling 
him a scapegoat in the case. 

The United States Seventh 
District Court of Appeals re- 
versed the ruling, contending 
Touhy had not exhausted reme- 
dies available to him in the 
state courts. Touhy was re- 
turned to Stateville Peniten- 
tiary and is now eligible for 
parole Oct. 28, 1959. 

Judge Barnes started his 
legal career in. 1907 as a $7.50 
a week law clerk in Chicago. 
Within the next 20 years he be- 
came a specialist in corpora- 
tion law and by the late 1920s 
his annual income reached 
$60,000. Ten years later it rose 
to $100,000. 

A vacaney occurred on the 
federal bench in 1931 and Mr. 
Barnes was asked if he would 
be interested. He took the 
judgeship for $10,000 a year 
after being appointed by Presi- 
dent Hoover.

Fix It’ Yourself By Hubbard Cobb 


A GOOD DEAL of the paint- 
ing that gets done on homies 
these days is done by the home- 
owner and that naturally 
means thatin the average home 
you'll find one or more paint 
brushes, 

When we go out to buy a 
brush most of us are sort of 
penny wise and pound foolish. 
We buy a cheap brush, don’t 
take very good care of, it and 
when the next paint job comes 
along, have to buy a new brush, 

You'll save money and do 
better work if you buy a good 
quality brush to begin ~~ 
and then take good care of it. 

You don’t have to be a 
professional painter to tell the 
difference between a good 
brush and a bad one. The 
bristles on a good brush will 
feel firm when you grab them, 


but will spring back into place | 


if you pull the bfistles apart 
and then let go. 


A good brush always has 
plenty of bristles and when 
you grab the bristles you'll 
feel this fullness. A cheap 
brush will feel sort of “thin.” 

In a good brush the bristles 
will be of different length— 
some long and some short 
while a cheap brush will have 
bristles all about the same 
length. This means the brush 
won't be able to carry much 
paint. 


Even in the best of brushes 
a few of the bristles will come 
loose when you pull on them 
but only a few. When these 
are out, the rest should be 
firm. In a cheap brush it’s easy 
to pull the bristles out. 

Once you have a good brush, 
take care of it. Don’t let it sit 
in a container of solvent so 
that the ends of the bristles 
can be bent, Get in the habit 
of cleaning it after use or

container of solvent or linseed 
oil so that the bristles do not 
touch the bottom.

The New Films 


Potent Potion of Hilarity 


LOOK OUT, FOLKS, that man is here again. And 
France's hilariously funny man, Jacques Tati, in the 
familiar role of Mr. Hulot—this time in “MY UNCLE” at 
the APOLLO ART—=still clings to his untarnished record 

y of portraying a personable buncling soul 
~ who has yet to accomplish his first action 
Z in a normal, proper manner. 
Bludgeoned victim of Tati’s masterful 
satirical onslaught is ultramodern exist- 
Z ence—a form of life that, as a result, may 
never be the same again. 

As in “Mr, Hulot’s Holiday,” Tati (pro- 
ducer, director, co-author and star of “Uncle”) combines 
his unorthodox formula into a piquant potion of intoxicat- 
ing entertainment. With virtually no plot discernible to the 
naked eye, pantomirne is given an occasional assist with 
a fragment of French or English dialogue and an intensi- 
fied assortment-of twentieth century sound effects. 

What story there might be, revolves around the Arpels 
of Paris (Jean-Pierre Zola and Adrienne Servantie), who 
hold reign over a,modern monster of a mechanized palace 
and are distressed over the attraction Uncle Hulot holds 
for their 7-year-old son (Alain Becourt). 

One striking scene shows the modern mother feeding 
her unhappy youngster in the gadget-laden Arpel kitchen, 
which comes closer to resembling a spotless hospital oper- 
ating room than a place worthy of being called home. And 
the appetite-dispelling motif prevails, even to the rubber 
gloves for mother. 

But have faith, faint heart, for although bells, buzzers 
and buttons do predominate in sheer number and volume, 
with Mr. Hulot around much of the time you must know 
it’s inevitable that the frail human side of life’s coin 
should turn up frequently to contrast sharply and effec- 
tively with the bewildering backdrop of automated society. 
In fact, many of the humorous—and certainly most touch- 
ing—scenes transpire when uncle and grandson evade the 
stilted Arpel atmosphere for the quaint down-to-earth-and- 
then-some stumbling ground Hulot calls his own. 

And photography director Jean Bourgoin has turned 
out’ a fetchingly picturesque production in Eastman color 
in a fashion befitting a picture that was awarded an Oscar 
this week as the best foreign film of the year. Earlier the 
picture received the New York Film Critics’ award in the 
same category.: 


Lady Luck Ran Out 


BY NOW Ernest Hemingway’s junior-size novel, “THE 
OLD MAN AND THE SEA,” should have a firmly en- 
trenched split personality. Since its publication in 1952, 
the story of the Cuban fisherman who was deserted by 
lady luck in his old age has met loud 
praise and high honors, first the Pulitzer 
prize and later the Nobel prize. Other 
critics, moved in the opposite direction, 
bear neither plaudits nor awards. 

Disregarding its rating as a novel, one 
fact is clearly evident. When this tale 
is put to film it is like a fish out of water. 
If reading the novel doesn’t suggést its unsuitability for 
a movie, seeing the motion picture version, now at the

track as a commentary, while on the screen one sees 
Spencer Tracy, as the ill-fated fisherman, battling the 
marlin in silence.

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Fannie Hurst Pays a Visit to Old Home Town 


Author, a Vital Personality With a Compulsion to Write, Recalls Her Lonely Teen-Age Years Here 


FANNIE HURST... she has never “understood how (a writer) can say this is his last book

TO REPORT an interview 
with Fannie Hurst is to try to 
re-create an aura, a subtle 
overtone of gentleness and in- 
cisiveness, of gay humor and 
solemn contemplation, of the 
soapbox and a seat in the 
bleachers. One walks away 
from a first meeting with the 
St. Louis-reared author with 
more than questions and an- 
swers. 


Here is a woman with a com- 
pulsion to write, but for her 
writing is no escape. For in 
her own words, she is not 
happy when she is writing, but 
she is even less happy when 
she is not writing. 


She is a surprising 5 feet 
612, surprising because some- 
how, from her publicity pic- 
tures, you expect her to be 
taller, and in reality she doesn’t 
look that tall. The excess 
weight which haunted her girl- 
hood and helped push her into 
the lonely isolation which nur- 
tured her talent has long since 
fallen away. Today, a woman 
in her 70s, she is slender and 
straight-shouldered. ' 


She is a woman of startling 
vitality. Her every day begins 
with a brisk 90-minute walk. 
She speaks with enthusiasm 
and her expressive brows rise 
or draw together in emphatic 
tempo with words and thoughts. 


As she walked quietly, almost 
unobtrusively, into the living 
room of her Park Plaza Hotel 
suite, she was dressed as 
though for tea. Handsome 
black dress, black pumps, ce- 
rise hat with feathery fringe 
on the brim. And, of course, 
the calla lilies. 


There were three bouquets 
in the room, one from Chan- 
cellor Ethan A. H. Shepley of 
her alma mater, Washington 
University, addressed simply 
to “Miss Fannie,” one from 
the hotel, one from the city 
of St. Louis, 


The motif is repeated in the 
handsome white pin and the 
massive gold and emerald 
bracelet she always wears. 
One of her two Yorkshire ter- 
riers (the one with the pink 


hair ribbon) is named “Calla 
Lily” and sometimes - called 
“Liliputian.” The other is 


simply, “Timmy.” 

The lily has become her hall- 
mark because it was the first 
flower her husband, the late 
Jacques Danielson, ever sent 
to her. But its significance 
goes far back‘into the past. 

Her mother, Mrs. Sam Hurst, 
possessed what Fannie frankly 
terms a “magnificent” temper, 
and Mr. Hurst and Fannie had 
no choice but to stand quietly 
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or that he will soon retire.”

In the impressionable teen- 
ager, the lily became a sym- 
bol of serenity, a touch of 
peace in a violent storm. 

Miss Hurst wore little make- 
up except the vivid lipstick’ 
which blended with her hat. 
Her jet black hair is fashioned 
in the starkly-tailored style she 
has long affected, pulled back 
to expose her ears and drawn 
into a bun. Her eyes are 
brown, her mouth broad, her 
chin and jaw firmly squared- 
off. 

On her right hand, with the 
lily bracelet, is a gold ring set 
with a gargantuan Indian em- 
erald, roughly the size of a 
misshapen ping-pong ball. The 
rich green heart of the gem 
is set deep into the bracelet it- 
self.

She sat down to talk, reach- 
ing out a well-manicured hand 
to grasp the moppy Yorkshires 
with an affectionate touch, de- 
posit their squirming bodies 
into the chair beside her. 

From her vantage point in 
the front ranks of contempo- 
rary American literature, she 
looked back down the years. 
Back to the Hurst home on 
Cates avenue where she found 
love and security but no en- 
couragement. Back to Wash- 
ington University where her 
dream of writing began to take 
form and direction. Back to 
the loneliness of an overweight 
teen-ager, cut off from the 
world of the average by the 
“inner compulsion” which 
drove her on in the face of re- 
jection slips. She received 35 
from the Saturday Evening 
Post alone. The thirty-sixth 
manuscript didn’t come back. 

How, then, can a_ writer 
keep on believing in himself? 

“He is never free of that ‘in- 
ner compulsion’ no matter how 
many rejection slips,” she said. 
“T have never understood how 
he can say this is his last book 
or that he will soon retire. This 
is a battle which is never 
won.” 

As she spoke, I remembered 
a sentence from her autobiog- 
raphy, “Anatomy of Me.” 

“A fiction writer without 
people waiting on his desk 
and their human problems re- 
volving in his mind is a rud- 
derless soul.” 

Characters from her next 
book, now in the creating stage,

left her desk and came to St. 
Louis with her, neatly packed 
away in her manuscript case. 


“They are so real to me,” 
she said with the smile of a 
mother talking about her chil- 
dren, “that they seem to be- 


‘long to our traveling party.” 


Her visit to St. Louis from 
her New York apartment had 
a three-fold purpose. Here pri- 
marily to help boost the second 
film production of her book, 
“Imitation of Life,” she auto- 
graphed copies of “Anatomy of 
Me” last Saturday at Famous- 
Barr. Last Friday evening, she 
was a judge at the Bal Masque 
de Siam, sponsored by the 
Friends of the Art Museum 
and Famowts-Barr. The new 
movie version of “Imitation of 
Life” opens today at the St. 
Louis Theater. 

But it was more than a busi- 
ness trip. Thére were also 
memories. The houses, to one 
coming home, seemed to have 
shrunk a little from the grand 
lines of a young girl’s recol- 
lection. But the street names 
came back quickly—Grand, 
Euclid, Newstead, Kingshigh- 
way—and, of course, Cates. 


“I can remember riding the 
streetcar to school and I was 
always so humiliated because 
my mother sent a note with 
me, ‘Let my little girl off at 
Grand avenue.’” 

She looked back with a 
giggle. 

“One time, she gave me a 
rent receipt. by mistake.” 

She spoke then of the 
“fungus” of an old home town 


which always clings, even after 
decades in New York. 


Had she been Mrs. Sam 
Hurst instead of Fannie, or 
were she a Mrs. Sam Hurst 
of 1959, out in the mid- 
west, would she have let a 
daughter go? 

Who knows, really? The 
whole shape of living changes 
from decade to decade. But, 
yes, she would want it for a 
daughter of hers. 


“Every day, as I take my 
morning walk, I meet a class 
of people going to the tread- 
mill, the dead faces of people 
who are not liking what they 
are doing. And I always re- 
member a =n sitting on a 
side street of Florence, Italy, 
just sitting and carving. I 
looked at his face and I knew 
that here was fulfillment.” 


She studies those faces and 
thinks of the conflicts behind 
the facade. Here, as a novelist, 
she is aware that raw material 
for a dramatic tale is ready to 
be taken and fashioned into a 
book. 


Though she would postulate 
no formula for successful writ- 
ing, her own schedule calls for 
a five, six, maybe seven-hour 
stint each day, begun (often not 
eagerly, she confesses) after 
her morning walk. Oddly, for 
one who has published 14 
novels, more than 400 short 
stories (and whose works fre- 
quently have been turned into 
motion pictures), she does not 
allow herself the luxury of 
satisfaction with the past. 


There is always hope that

the “next one” will be the 
“great one.” 

Frequently, she starts with 
one character and lets him 
draw unto himself his own 
companions, walk into situa- 
tions of his own making. Then 
she sits on the sidelines, watch- 
ing a book come to life. Other 
times, she is impelled to stand 
on a soapbox and at least bring 
into focus a condition, a social 
blackmark. 

If starkness adds validity 
and integrity to her story, she 
is not one to run in Puritani- 
cal primness. But neither 
would she seek the gutter. 


“Our generation,” she said, 
“acts as though it had discov- 
ered sex. It has its eye glued 
to a keyhole with great greed 
and avidity.” 

Must a writer have known 
the pain of which he writes? 

Not necessarily. But he must 
have an “intuitive understand- 
ing of pain and joy ahd com- 
passion and frustration.” 

Fannie Hurst has known 
them. And the mellowing years 
have brought her also the abil- 
ity to laugh at herself. For 
how else could she have told 
about the letter sent to the 
Park Plaza and _ delivered 
promptly? 

It began: “Dear Miss Brice.”

Problems of Iran 


NEW YORK, April 10. 

AS I FLEW OUT of Israel after my recent visit I was 
trying to analyze in my mind what makes the difference in 
atmosphere between Israel and its Arab neighbors and the 
great country of Iran. 

Iran is not Arab, but many of its problems are similar 
to those of its neighbors in the Near East. It has a history 
going back thousands of years. There have been many con- 
quests but also many victories. Great men have lived and 
dominated this country and its neighbors. Culture has 
reached great heights and it is very possible for scholars 
and even for politicians to live in the glories of the past 
and try to forget sore of the difficulties of the present. 


Basically, I think in any country the loss of the 
fertility of the soil and of the forests, which once 
clothed the mountains, is the key to a basic eco- 
nomic instability. Physically, this is demonstrated 
in Iran in bare mountains, devoid of soil; and fn 
deserts. The mass of the people have become 
poorer and poorer. The health of the people has 
deteriorated. 


A few very rich people still exist, but partly because 
the community problems become so difficult a national 
characteristic seems to have developed. I was told over and 
over again the Iranian has no community responsibility. He 
takes care of himself and his family. He feels quite justi- 
fied to build a high wall around his house and garden and 
to shut out the scene beyond that wall. This may be a nat- 
ural development under the circumstances, but the prob- 
lems will not be met if the attitude does not change. 

The Shah is trying to give leadership. He has divided 
some of the crown lands among some of tke poor people, 
and he and his ministers have made the plans and have 
succeeded in getting them accepted both by the United Na- 
tions and the United States for a fairly comprehensive re- 
habilitation of the land and for a development in transpor- 
tation and communication and production of water and 
electricity. All of these things are-essential to a modern 
nation. This is, however, a tremendous undertaking. It 
will move slowly, and, basically, one of the main require- 
ments will be the ‘training of administrators 4nd leaders 
to head local projects. 


Women have to play a part in this rehabili- 
tation, and this means a change in the attitude of 
women themselves and in the attitude of men to- 
ward women. How are living conditions te be 
changed in the villages, in the slums of towns and 
cities, among the free tribes unless women are 
given a new position of importance and the oppor- 
tunity for education? 7 


I was told by several of the people working with 
Iranians that the natives were quick to learn new concepts 
and new skills. So, the optimistic outlook is that there is 
a bright future for this country because it can develop its 
vast resources, but it will take time and patience and co- 
operation. 

What is true of Iran is probably true of many of the 
Arab countries. And I think King Hussein of Jordan was 
absolutely sincere when he told the National Press Club 
in Washington that the three fundamental aspirations of 
the Arab people were (1) freedom of the Arab people, (2) 
unity of the Arab people, and (3) betterment of the Arab 
people. To achieve these ends requires all the co-operation 
that the U.N. and United States and other countries can 
give, but with an absence of exploitation. 

Can the countries of the West rise to a statesmanship 
that will ask only for fair returns on invested capital and 
which will truly and unselfishly devote itself to the de- 
velopment of the Arab states and the improvement of the 
life of the Arabs?
